I received your night letter this noon when I came home for 
lunch, reading as follows: "The Newerk Eagles and Beltimore Elites want to 
come to Buffalo September third, fourth and fifth. Can you book us all 
these days? Wire immediately to Seventy One Crawford Street, Newark, or 
telephone Market 30555. Try Olean for third, Niazere fourth, Must know 
right away." 


Owing to the fact that this proposition required my getting together 
with Ray Fischer of Buffalo in properly putting over the games suggested 
by you on those three dates, I drove into Buffalo this afternoon, and to- 
gether with Fischer went to Offermeann Stadium, where we concluded arrange~ 
ments for Friday night, Sept. 5th,1941, We also got the date of Thursdey, 
Sept. 4th,1941, at Hyde Park Stedium in Niagara Falls,N.Y., and there is 
no question any more about those two games., We are now working on the 
third date, and our best bet was Jamestown,N.Y., Where they have built 
e beautiful new ball park for the Jamestown Pony League team, We are not 
sure about getting in there, es yet, but we will do our level best to 
get in there, as Jamestown fans have turned out in enormous numbers for 
the Jamestown Pony Ieague team this year, At any rate thet is the sí- 
tuetion right now, and you can rest assured that if we dont connect in 
Jamestown for Sept, 3rd,1941, we will positively get you into either 
Olean,N.Y., or Batavia,N.Y., on thet night, as both places have good ball 
parks, and fully enclosed, as both those cities are in the Pony League 
too.

there, At Niagare Falle,N.Y., we have to pay a guarantee of thirty dollare 
($30.00) for a night zane (Cash in advance), with the option of their 
taking twenty ver cent of gross receipts,

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we would sugzest the game errangements that we had with the New york Black 
Yankees and Philadelphia Stars for a similer series of three detes,viz; 
After the rental of the ball perk and necessary help in eech perk is first 
peid, each club, thet is, your club amd the Baltimore Elites, ere to get 
one third of the receipts, and we to take a third also for our promotional 
end, from which we will pay for the printing of placards and passes, dis- 
tribution of same, all advertising and publicity in newspapers, end over 
five different radio stations, umpires and base balls used in these gamess 


We want to order the placards here tomorrow, Thursdey, Augsa8th,1941, 
so that we can put up same, at least at Offermann Stedium, on Friday of 
thie week, Aug.29th,1941, where the Homestead Grays and New York Cubans 
will play., In order to meke this possible, I have agreed with Mr, Fischer 
thet I will ask you to wire him your definite O.K, of these dates and terms 
es early tomorrow, Thursday, Aug.28th,1941, es you can possibly make it, 
so thet Mr, Tischer can plece the order for such plecards, You can wire
